NY Shakespeare Festival may not be 
permitted to present its third annual sum- 
mer series of free Shakespeare productions 
in Central Park unless Mayor Wagner re- 
verses the decision of Park Commission Ro- 
bert Moses ordering producer Joseph Papp 
to charge $1 and $2 admission and pay the NY 
Park Dept 10% of the gross to defray expenses 
of "erosion" caused by audiences, Wagner , 
after five days of trying, admitted he had been 
unable to get in touch with Moses to discuss 
the matter. Actors Equity and the League 
of NY Theatres each issued statements sup- 
porting Papp's free admission, non-profit 
setup. City Councilman Louis Okin plans to 
introduce a bill prohibiting Moses from de- 
manding admission fees from non-profit or- 
ganizations licensed to use park facilities for 
theatrical presentations, Papp explained that 
once an admission charge was made the var- 
ious union concessions he has won would be 
ended, making the production of the plays 
prohibitive.

The Nervous Set original cast 
album to be recorded by Columbia 
Records after NY debut, 
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DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


Triple Play- Playhouse 4/15. 7 pros filed on program 
of 4 short items presented by Theatre Guild-Dore Schary , 
starring Hume Cronyn and Jessica Tandy, staged by Cronyn. 
All praised versatility of cast which includes Biff McGuire and 
George Matthews, but they had differences of opinion on the 
respective quality of the material. Program consists of Por- 
trait of a Madonna by Tennessee Williams, On the Harmful 
Effects of Tobacco by Anton Chekhov , A Pound on Demand 
and Bedtime Story, both by Sean O'Casey, Atkinson, Times, 
rated first two parts as gems,especially the magnificent por_ 
trayal of Tandy in the Williams' one act play. The O'Casey 
comedies are hurt by the cast overburdening the fun with act- 
ing. Kerr, Herald Tribune, and Watts, Post, both rated eve- 
ning a minor success because of the minor material provided 
the talented cast. Chapman, News, found the whole completely 
pleasing diversion, just what we need in the theatre this time 
of year Coleman, Mirror, added the combination up as a re- 
warding evening (his included a fine dinner at the nearby Ves- 
uvio restuarant.) Aston, World Telegram & Sun, billed it as 
one of the most fascinating entertainments of the season, Mc- 
Clain, Journal American, thoroughly enjoyed the Chekhov mon- 
ologue by Cronyn and the knock-down farce A Pound on De - 
mand, but thought other segments less than top drawer, Jour- 
nal American audience poll voted 6 pro, 0 con, 


The Smokeweaver's Daughter-4th St 4/14, 2 mild pro- 
Times, Post- and 5 con- filed on Thomas Barbour play pro- 
duced and directed by Charles Olsen with Joseph Barr, Irene 
Riordan, Frderick Rolf, Fine acting and fresh point of view 
of the comic fantasy delighted the affirmative voters, while 
negative viewers panned most of proceedings as amateurish. 
Three critics (News, Mirror , World Telegram& Sun) noted 
that producer, author, cast members, all with listed college 
degrees in program, should have done better. Both Atkinson, 
Times, and Watts, Post, admitted play by itself was not sturdy 
enough for a full evening. Former praised talents of cast, dir- 
ector and music by Robert Chambers for making the play look 
amusing and charming with an attractive attitude toward thea- 
tre, Latter approved of light, disarming, likeable show, which 
frequently turned out to be surprisingly entertaining. Several 
of dissenters also admitted that they did not know what play 
and/or smoke-weaving was about, Kerr, Herald Tribune, tab- 
bed play as a perfect item for high school assemblies, Cole- 
man, Mirror, marked it as an amateurish burlesque, wearingly 
elemental, inspite of the laughter of the first night audience, 
McClain, Journal American, did note several imaginative mo- 
ments plus some good performances, but feared heroine was 
too much of a bore, 


Season of Choice-Barbizon Plaza 4/13-4/18. 1 pro-Jour- 
nal American- and 6 con-filed on Nathaniel Banks new play 
presented by Bowden, Barr & Bullock with Betsy von Fursten- 
berg and Douglas Watson, staged by Charles Bowden, Play 
closed after seven performances. McClain, Journal Amer - 
ican, the sole pro voter, noted that play took long time to re- 
solve itself but felt it was well presented and well acted, an 
encouraging evening for a new playwright. Majority thought 
it either boring, uninteresting or both, though most okayed 
performance of Collin Wilcox, Atkinson, Times, also noted 
that author is not much like Tennessee Williams and that von 
Furstenberg was unintelligible a good deal of the time. Pro- 
fessional, polished and familiar, listed Crist, Herald Tribune. 
McHarry, News, couldn't get interest in characters, but he didn't 
despise them either Aston, WTS, hoped that von furstenberg gets 
the good play she deserves, 


Ping Pong- 7 Arts 4/16-4/17. 5 cons and 0 pros filed 
on Arthur Adamov French comic-satire translated by Richard 
Howard and Robert Cordier, staged by Cordier and presented 
by Edward Hochman, Unintelligible script was blamed as 
reason three critics ( Atkinson, Times, Watts, Post, McClain, 
Journal American) admitted they left at the first intermission. 
Times aisle-sitter noted that possibly in French with a com - 
pany trained in a bizarre comic style it may have been pert- 
inent, but he feared the frenetic performance here is unbear- 
able, with only Albert Quinton enough technical authority to 
make a part intelligible. Crist, Herald Tribune, bets the play 
got lost in translation, Watts, Post, considering that play was 
postponed for repairs, pondered what it must have been or 
perhaps the time limit aided the monstrosity, McClain, Jour- 
nal American, had sympathy for the actors involved but not 
for the author who choose to disguise his message in vague 
and wordy metaphors, Costumes by Olivier Olsen and sets 
by Stanley Kloth were only plus factors in inept production 
of play that deserved a better first hearing, rated Aston, WTS, 
Production closed after two performances, not even waiting

SHAKES vs MOSES...8 votes for free Shakespeare and | vote 
backing Park Commissioner Robert Moses' plan to have 
the NY Shakespeare Festival charge admissions and pro- 
vide a royalty to the city filed on the current row, Two 
drama critics (Atkinson, Times, Watts, Post), one colum- 
nist (Mrs. Roosevelt) and five editorials (Times, Herald 
Tribune, News, Post, World Telegram &Sun) agreed in 
varying degrees that the Joseph Papp non-profit product- 
ions were a worthwhile theatre and city attraction, The 
sole dissenting view voicedby Journal American editorial, 
which billed them as a kind of subsidized competion with 
taxpaying theatres and motion picture houses, Times ed- 
itorial wonders if perhaps the "erosion" is in Moses pre- 
vious appreciation of the project expressed in print. Let's 
keep a good thing going, urges Herald Tribune editorial. 
If the parks and the grass are not for people, what are 
they for--birds, asks Post editorial. Post also suggest- 
ed a law passed so Mayor Wagner could control Moses, 
News editorial asked for a truce and a method sought to 
continue the free shows, Morning daily admitted it did 
not care for a certain pinkish glow in Papp's background, 
Mrs. Roosevelt, Post, reminded that the cost of the plays 
seems to be one of the legitimate expenses for education.

Triple Play is an unusually fulfilling evening of fine 
theatre put together by experts. The blend of one part Will- 
iams, one part Chekhov, two parts O'Casey plus an expert 
ensemble cast headed by Tandy, Cronyn, McGuire and Math- 
ews results in an exciting theatre experience from start to 
finish, Though the talents of Tandy and Cronyn are well- 
known the surprise of the event is the ability of Biff McGuire 
to portray 3 widely diverse roles so beautifully. It is hoped 
that the success of this venture will encourage others to pre- 
sent omnibus evenings of theatre.

The Smokeweaver's Daughter is a very, very minor 
attempt at a fantasy-fairy tale that gets caught in its own 
trap of forever explaining its boring plot. Though author 
does have some original wacky ideas they get buried in the 
endless do-nothing dialogue. A smoke-weaver, the author 
explains in the final moments, is a man who weaves smoke, 
Next question?

The reverse action of Park Commissioner Robert 
Moses of actually trying to kill off the free performances 
of the NY Shakespeare Festival in Central Park, which he 
himself has praised and promoted for the past twosummers 
is a mistake in public relations by Moses that will certainly 
be rectified by Mayor Wagner, when and if he ever gets in 
touch with Moses, Though one might feel that the Papp 
productions, worthy as they usually are, get more than 
their fair share of press coverage ,it is an important sign 
that five of the daily newspapers of NYC expressed views 
backing the free plays, with only the Journal American pan- 
ning the proceedings as unfair competition to taxed theatres. 
Supported by both Actors Equity and League of NY Theatres 
such free performances of the classics is the best promotion 
theatre has ever had for promoting larger paid audiences . 
Central Park needs five to ten such operations each summer, 
whatever the toll on the editors dealing with five to ten Joe 
Papp! s. 


* * 


By any standards the critics who ventured Off Broadway 
last week had a bad time. Three admitted that the short-lived 
Ping Pong, whatever it was about, drove them out into the night 
after the first act. Several panned the program, the title and 
the play presented as The Smokeweaver's Daughter, And many 
panned the quality of acting in both these shows, as well as the 
also quick -folded Season of Choice. Prior to this week Off 
Broadway has had its best and most profitable season, with 
more fine plays enjoying longer runs than usual, The so-called 
"vanity" productions were kept to the minimum, but now seem 
to be sprouting with the spring air. Critics, they say, are only 
human and a few more productions like the recent ones they have 
been forced to cover will make them all call it "quits" as far as 
most of Off Broadway is concerned, 


* * 


For no other reason than protection from various NYC 
Commissioners the theatre industry must organize itself into 
an effective political unit. The latest to attack theatre, after 
the Park Commissioner that is, seems to be the License Com- 
missioner ready to doom the "two-for-one"' tickets which has 
kept many a show going for many weeks, often long enough for 
the production to catch on again on its own. The damage this 
same commissioner has done to the Off Broadway theatre scene 
is legend, Not until theatre people join forces will the politi- 
cians hunt another excuse to get their name in print, Right 
now, theatre is too convenient and too easy. y
